I ee and Kim, alone or in combination, fail to disclose or suggest the featurci recjted b> 
the claims tor example, claim 1 iC(.ites, among othei subject mattci, ^ fiist modem pioces>.NT 
operatne to icceivc a first message fioni the fust wireless network to perform handolt t-' the 
second wirc'ess network" and "a second modem processor operative to , exthange a second

In making the icjtetion, tlie Examiner relics on Lee to disclose the feature wherein the 
handolfis trggered by the first wueless network based on location information for the wire ess 
device, t See Office Action, page 7). 

Lee, ni col. 13, lines 27-30, discloses "the mobile station receives a message inclucimg 
infom-atton about the adjacent base stations from the async base station thiough a broadcast 
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channel.''' However, L.ee does not disclose or suggest ^'wherein Uie handoff isjnggered by the 
fnsi wireless neUsoik l-ids, xt i^' ■ i u -r ^rjcr , i- |1 ^ a >;.ess de\ict\" js lecited m c a-ni 

1. (HmpiiLUsis added) In eontidt,!, Lee discloses rceeuuig mtoimatiou about the adjacent base 
itaiions nyi iuggenng the handoff based on the location information for the wireless device. 

Kim does not disclose the above features, and therefore, does not cure the above noted 
deficiencies of Lee. 

In light of the fcnegomg, AppHcant respectfiiUy requests withdiawal of the i eject ic\i if 
independent clain^s K 13 15, IS, 27 and 29 Clanns 2-3, 7-1 1, 21 -?0 and 30oJ depend e-thoi 
directi\ oi irdiicetlv froiTi ^,i:.n.> ■ ^ -esrvv'i\c.% 1 ii - Appbcam submits tiiat claims 2- 
3, "7-1 1 , 21-26. and 30-32 are allowable at least lor tlie rcdhon thai they depend from an allo\\ able 
base claim, as well as the additional features recited: therein. 

TherefoTCi for at least these reasons ^ the Examiner is respectfblly requested to withdraw 
the rejection of claims 1-3, 7-13, 15, 18, 21-27 and 29-32 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lee in view of Kim.

Thus, the Lvaminei is rcspectluliy lequestcd to wuhdraw the lejcction of elauns 4 6 4 
16, 19 and 28 under 35 U S C § 103(a) as bemg unpatentable o\er Ue and Kn:i m Mev\ ef 
Singh. 

JIJ^ Claim 17 Reiectcd Under 35 U.SvC> S I03fal 
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Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. ^ 10?!-) hcmv unpatentable ova Singh m ^ lew 
of Lee, m ftiither view ui Kim Th>. leiej-jvir. is ic^pccKu'ly na\ ersed. 

As previously discussed, Lcc and Kim do not disclose or suggest "wherein the handoff is 
triggered by the UMTS based on location information for the wireless device," as recited in 
claim 1 7. Singh docs not cure the deficiencies of Lee and Kim, 

In light of the foregoing, Applicant rcspectfiiily requests withdrawal of the telectioj5 of 
independent claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Singh in \dew of Lee, 
in ftirther view of Kim.
